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For wearing with shorts, either of these two 
well-shaped pairs of stockings would be most 
welcome to our menfolk serving out east. 


WITH PLAIN LEGS 

MATERIALS— 6 ozs. W.B. MELODY 4-ply. 
1 set of No. 11 Milward’s Casein knitting pins. 

MEASUREMENTS. —Length from upper fold to 
sole of foot 18 ins. Length of foot Hi ins., or 
as required. 

TENSION. —8 sts. to I inch in width. 

IMPORTANT NOTE. —To ensure that the 
finished work be correct in size to the given 
measurements, it is essential that the tension 
agrees with that quoted above. The needles 
stated were used in knitting the original 
specimen, but if your tension does not agree, 
other sizes should be tried until the correct 
tension is produced. 

This is the only way to make a satisfactory 
garment. 

ABBREVIATIONS. — St. — stitch. K. — knit. 
P. — purl. dec. — decrease. inc. — increase, 
rep.—repeat, st.-st.—stocking stitch. Tog.— 
together. SI.—slip. 

Begin at upper edge by casting on 72 sts., 24 on 
each of 3 pins, and work 1 inch in K. 1, P. I rib- 
Change to the following pattern: 

1st round—K. all round plain. 

2nd round.—K. all round plain. 
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3rd round.—K. 2, P. 2 alternately all round. 
Repeat the last round 5 times more. 

9th round.—K. all round plain. 

10th round.—K. all round plain. 

11th round.—P. 2, K. 2 alternately all round. 
Rep. the last round 5 times more. 

17th round.—K. all round plain. 

18th round.—K. all round plain. 

Change to K. 1, P. 1 rib and work a depth of 
4 inches. Now turn the work inside out and 
continue in st.-st., working a depth of 5 inches. 
On the next round K. 2 tog. then K. as far as last 
2 sts. of the round. SI. 1, K. 1, pass the slipped 
st. over the knitted one. 

Work 7 rounds straight. On the next and every 
following 8th round dec. in the same manner 
until there are 5 sets of decreases in all. 62 sts. 
remain on pins. Work quite straight on these sts. 
for 4i inches. On the next round K. the first 
15 sts. of the round, then slip the last 16 sts. of 
the round to the opposite end of the same pin. 
These 31 sts. are for the heel. Divide the remain¬ 
ing instep sts. to 2 pins and leave them. Work 
25 rows in st.-st. on the heel sts. Now turn heel: 
1st row.—K. 19, K. 2 tog., turn. 

2nd row.—P. 8, P. 2 tog., turn. 

3rd row.—K. 8, K. 2 tog., turn. 

Repeat last 2 rows until all heel sts. are worked 
on to one row again. K. back 5 sts., thus com¬ 
pleting the heel. 

Slip all instep sts. on to one pin (31 sts.). Take 
a spare pin and K. the remaining sts. on the heel, 
then K. up 20 sts. at the side of the heel.

K. 20, K. 2 tog., turn, * P. 8, P. 2 tog. turn, K. 8, 
K. 2 tog., turn. Rep. last 2 rows until all sts. 
are on one pin. K. 5. Slip instep sts. on to one 
pin. With the spare pin K. the 4 remaining heel 
sts. and pick up 20 sts. at the side of heel. With 
a second pin K. across instep sts. in the pattern. 


With the 3rd pin pick up 20 sts. at the side of 
heel and K. the 5 heel sts. on to the end. 




Work 1 round straight, but keep the instep sts. 
in the pattern. 


On the next round K. as far as the last 3 sts. of 
the first pin, K. 2 tog., K. 1, work across instep 


sts. in pattern, on the 3rd pin K. 1, K. 2 tog. 
through backs of sts. and finish the pin. „■ 

Repeat last 2 rounds 7 times more (65 sts.). 
Work straight for 5i inches. 

Change all sts. to st.-st. and shape the toe. 

On the 1st pin K. as far as last 3 sts., K. 2 tog., 
K. 1. 

On 2nd pin K. 1, K. 2 tog. through backs of sts., 
K. to last 3 sts., K. 2 tog., K.l. 

On 3rd pin K. 1, K. 2 tog., through backs of sts., 
and finish the pin. 

K. 2 rounds without shaping. 

Repeat these last 3 rounds until 25 sts. rem. 
K. the sts. from 1st pin on to 3rd, knitting the 
last 2 sts. of the 1st pin tog., so making 12 sts. 
on two pins and graft sts. in the usual way. 


INSTRUCTIONS FOR GRAFTING. 

D IVIDE the stitches equally on two pins, 
leaving a long end of wool, thread this into 
a suitable needle and having the right side 
of the work facing outside *, pass the needle 
through the first stitch of front pin knitwise, and 
slip it off. Now insert needle purlwise into the 
next stitch on the front pin, draw the wool 
through this, but let the stitch remain on the pin. 
Take the wool across and insert needle into the 
first stitch of the back pin purlwise, draw the wool 
through this, then slip this off, now insert the 
needle knitwise into the second stitch of the back 
.pin, draw the wool through, but let the stitch 
remain on the pin, bring the wool to the front of 
the pin and repeat from * until all stitches are 
worked off. 
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
